In the draft note which we sont to our allies ut the end 
of last week we dealt with the mat tor of a Summit oonforenco 
by first stating our acceptance of a lour Povzer meetly at 
the Foreign Minister level in Geneva on Kay 11 and then saying, 
"Progress made by the Foreign Ministers In dealing with these" 
problems could open up prospects for a successful meeting of 
Heads of Government ." 

I recommend that we retain this formulation but give 
Mr* Maeraillan private assurances that you would be prepared 
to attend a Summit meeting In JUly or early August even if 
the Foreign Ministers in fact made no progress. I suggest 
this because I believe that Khrushchev does desire a Summit @ 
meeting and if we meet his wiah now before the Foreign Kiniotoral 
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xam% toh© Sattfcr conference could bo expected to accomplish 
nothing at all* On tho other hand if wo dangle a Summit 
mooting before him oo a reward for progroas at tho ' foreign 
Ministers mooting, then wo would enhanoe tho olira poasibillty 
of something oonstruotivo coming out of tho •■■lay meet In? of 
Foreign Ministers* 

If you appro-ire this recommendation I would then propoae 
to sail in the Britieh Ambaasador and aa inform him. I 
would at tho same time tell hira that tho loaa important 
points of taotioa or language oan, wo bolleve, bo aucceasfully 
worked out in Paris whore representatives of tho governments 
concerned are now mooting to concert our replies.
